It’s one of Niagara-on-the- 
Lake’s signature lots—also 
one of the most controversial 
developments in decades— 
and Gracia Janes says leaving 
details to be determined in a 
site plan isn't going to solve 
anything. 

Janes, president of the 
NOTL Conservatory, was at 
Monday night's meeting 
when council approved 
rezoning the Randwood 
Estate property on John Street 
once a site plan is finalized. 

The proposal would see a 
hotel, restaurant and artist 
centre on the historic prop¬ 
erty owned by artist Trisha 
Romance and her husband 
Gary Peterson. 

Janes said her main con¬ 
cerns are noise from the 
events pavilion and the effect 
of underground parking on 
nearby One Mile Creek.

If the massive develop¬ 
ment goes forward without 
addressing those issues, 
Janes says what makes the 
Randwood property spe¬ 
cial will be lost. 

“People enjoy the quiet 
nature of that whole area 
surrounded by the 
Commons. It has a history 
that goes way hack. It’s 
going to lose that. It’s not 
going to be quiet any- 

Councillor Jamie King 
had residents’ concerns in 
mind when he said he 
couldn't support the pro¬ 
posal and its massive 

If it’s completed, he said, 
the development will affect 
neighbours' property val¬ 
ues and their quality of life, 
leaving those residents to 


question why they chose to 
live in NOTL in the first 
place. 

“The proposal is wildly 
inconsistent with the prop¬ 
erty’s past uses. I believe 
this proposed reuse is not 
right for our community.” 

With the development 
just meters from abutting 
homes, there are still ques¬ 
tions to answer, said King. 
The changes which were 
presented to council last 
week, which include 50 
additional parking spaces, 
do not solve the problem 
because the size of the 
hotel, restaurant and 
events pavilion could 
potentially attract more 
than 250 people. 

King also said the issue 
of noise has not been 
addressed other than to 
say no to amplification of

A new amendment was 
made this week to floor 
area calculations to address 
the potential use of loft 
space in two buildings on 
the property. 

King said another public 
meeting is needed, and 
asked for a deferral until 


one could be scheduled. 
King’s request to defer the 
issue was defeated 5-4 in a 
tie broken by Lord Mayor 
Dave Eke. 

Councillor Maria Bau- 
Coote said she supports 
the idea of development, 
but was frustrated because 
last-minute changes to the 
proposal were given to her 
15 minutes before the pre¬ 
vious week's committee- 
of-the-whole-meeting. 

Bau-Coote said the 
development is an intense 
change for the community 
and tite councillors, along 
with residents, should be 
given an opportunity to 
learn about the changes. 

“Lord Mayor, I don’t 
make community deci¬ 
sions in 15 minutes. I’m 
not against development. 
The issue is the intensity of 
the project.”

Councillor Jim Collard 
supported the proposal 


—he said there is no pos¬ 
sible way to make everyone 
“100 per cent happy,” but 
council has a responsibility 
to deal with the applica¬ 
tion. Collard added that 
council needs to decide to 
move forward with the 
proposal or not. 

“I don’t think there is a 
person at this table who 
thinks this decision is easy. 
But there are buildings 
across Ontario that are rot¬ 
ting because they haven’t 
found adaptive reuses.” 

Councillor Gary Zalepa 
said once the site plan is in 
place, all of the details will 
be worked out. And before 
the zoning changes can 
take place, Zalepa told 
councillors, each building 
on the site plan has to be 
approved before moving 
forward. 

Janes says she thinks 
another public 
meeting would 
have helped to 
clear the air with 
the residents, but 
she will keep on 
the councillors 
to be involved 
with the devel¬ 
opment.

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Regional bus operation to be financed by NOTL taxpayers, with 'zero benefit 1

Try as he could to get 
the cost of regional buses 
off the backs of Niagara- 
on-the-Lake taxpayers, 
Lord Mayor Dave Eke has 
bad news for residents. 

He could not get the 
support he needed from 
other regional councillors 
to have the lost operation¬ 
al costs, about $2.1 mil¬ 
lion, taken from regional 
reserves. 

The regional budget 
was approved last 
Thursday with an increase 
of 3.1 percent, which 
could have been a 2.5 per

cent increase if the cost of 
the regional transit pilot 
project, with two more 
years to go, had been 
taken from reserves, says 
Eke. 


He was also hoping to 
have a thorough assess¬ 
ment analysis for the first 
full year of operation of 
the pilot project in 
September, and a vote as 
to whether the test should 
continue. 

But failing to find sup¬ 
port as the region strug¬ 
gled to finalize its budget 
means NOTL taxpayers 
will continue to fund a 
service from which they 
reap absolutely no bene¬ 
fit, says Eke, without a 
reassessment. 

In 2011, the NOTL por¬ 
tion of the operating costs 
of the project was about 
$72,000. 

The 2011 capital bud¬ 
get included $3.7 million 
for new buses. NOTL's 
portion was about 
$254,000. 


The 2012 operating 
budget included $2,048 
million for transit, of 
which NOTL will pay 
about $140,000. 

Under the municipal 
act which governs region¬ 
al legislation, transit ser¬ 
vices are the jurisdiction 
of the local municipali- 

"Our region was not in 
a position to provide these 
services to our residents," 
says Eke. 

But for the purpose of 
the pilot project regional 
councillors agreed, before 
the last election, to con¬ 
tract for regional transit 
services from the cities of 
St. Catharines, Niagara 
Falls and Welland. 

The region paid for the 
new buses and is funding 
the cost of their opera¬ 


tion. 

Eke, who was not on 
regional council at the 
time the contract was 
approved, says he believes 
councillors agreed to the 
project because the costs 
were to be funded from 
regional reserves, not 
through increases to 
regional taxes. 

There is sufficient in 
this year's reserves to con¬ 
tinue to fund the opera¬ 
tional losses, he says. 

Although he had sup¬ 
port from some council¬ 
lors for a motion that 
would have kept those 
costs off the 2012 tax levy, 
the budget was approved. 

And based on the high 
assessments of NOTL 
properties, local taxpay¬ 
ers will be handing over 
about twice the amount of 


residents of other munici¬ 
palities, "for a service 
from which we see zero 
benefit." 

In addition, he says, 
the buses are often empty, 
or have few riders, but 
without support from 
regional councillors for a 
reassessment, the pilot 
project is expected to con¬ 
tinue for two more years. 

At this point, the best 
he can do for local taxpay¬ 
ers is to work on a munici¬ 
pal transit service that 
could connect to that 
regional system, he says. 

That service is under 
discussion currently, with 
the town requesting pro¬ 
posals from private com¬ 
panies to operate such a 
system, which could be in 

March.

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Niagara Foundation's peace garden given another chance

The former lawn bowl¬ 
ing site on Regent Street will 


be back on council's agen¬ 
da in January. 

Town planning staff rec¬ 
ommended last month that 
the downtown property be 
declared surplus and sold 
for residential purposes, 
but a decision by council 
was deferred at the request 
of the Niagara Foundation, 
which preserves historic 
properties. 

At Monday’s council 
meeting, the bowling green 


was back on the discussion 
table and councillors were 
expected to vote on whether 
or not the site would have a 
zoning change. 

The recommendation 
was deferred again until the 
next council meeting in 
January after listening to 
several delegations, includ¬ 
ing one from Paul Shepherd, 
president of the Niagara 
Foundation. 

He told councillors the 


organization has been in 
operation for more than 50 
years to protect the heritage 
of the town. 

As part of that heritage, 
Shepherd said the Niagara 
Foundation would like to 
protect the history and 
landscape of the Regent 
Street site. 

Shepherd said the foun¬ 
dation was the only group 
to submit a proposal for the 
site — the proposal was for

a peace garden. 

In the recommendation, 
Town staff said a peace gar¬ 
den would be better suited 
in Queens Royal Park, but 
the Niagara Foundation has 
no interest in pursuing a 
peace garden anywhere 
else, Shepherd said. 

Shepherd added that the 
Town doesn’t need to accept 
the Niagara Foundation’s 
proposal, but urged council 
to keep the property in town 
hands.

"History, that's the most 
important,” said Shepherd. 
"Once it is sold, the prop¬ 
erty could never be 
regained.” 

Dr. Richard Merritt, 
chairman of the 1812 
Bicentennial Legacy 
Subcommittee reminded 
councillors the property 
holds a sacred connection 
to Sir Isaac Brock and 
ColonelJohnMacdonnell— 
two important figures who 
died in the War of 1812. 

Their bodies lay in state 
on the Regent Street prop¬ 


erty in what was known as 
the Government House. 

With the bicentennial 
celebrations coming up, 
Merritt said now is the per¬ 
fect opportunity to remem¬ 
ber that history and protect 
its landscape with a peace 
garden. 

The Niagara Foundation 
could move quickly to put 
something together in time 
for the celebrations, he

Merritt spoke about the 
visions of past councils, 
which built the Court 
House, Queens Royal Park 
and purchased the land 
which the new community 
centre now sits on. 

Theses sites would not 
be a part of Niagara-on- 
the-Lake if it weren't for 
the decisions of past coun¬ 
cils, Merritt said. 


He told councillors the 
peace garden could be a 
part of that vision. 

After listening to what 
he called "compelling dep¬ 
utations leading up the 
1812 celebrations," 
Councillor Terry Flynn said 
having a peace garden dur- 

be worthwhile to the com¬ 
munity. 


“We could hold onto 
the property in the spirit of 
community and bring back 
a plan quickly for the cele¬ 
bration.” 

Flynn said the Town 
could work out an agree¬ 
ment with the Niagara 
Foundation for at least the 
duration of the bicenten¬ 
nial celebrations. 

After that time, the Town 


could decide what to do 
with the property. 

Councillor Jim Collard 
suggested deferring the 
motion so a conversation 
could take place with the 
Niagara Foundation. 

The discussion, he said, 
could include options such 
as selling or renting the 
property to the Niagara 
Foundation.

Changes to 
planning act 
necessary 

We like to think we live in 
a representative democracy. 
And we have for the most 
part at the federal level and 
provincial level of govern- 

We do so periodically at 
the municipal level as well 
but when it comes to land 
use development, which 
usually affects us more than 
what occurs at the federal 
and provincial legislatures, 


our elected representatives 
are often rendered power¬ 
less particularly, it seems, in 
Niagara-on-the-Lake. 

During the last municipal 
election, a complaint I 
heard often at ail-candidate 
meetings was that the plan¬ 
ning department in NOTL 
was accused of setting the 
agenda and virtually con¬ 
trolling council. 

The most recent example 
is the issue regarding the 
property at the corner of 
Mississauga Street. The 
property was designated 
residential in the official 
plan. The owner wanted the 
property commercial. The 


supported the change and 
recommended the change. 
A majority of councillors 
voted to reject the applica¬ 
tion. The applicant 
appealed to the Ontario 
Municipal Board, which 
allowed the application. 

Our democratically elected 
representatives were over- 
rided. That does not seem 
to be a good example of 
representative democracy. 

The current and by far 
most significant example is 
the application by the 
owner to amend the official 
plan and zoning bylaw to 
permit the construction and 
development of a hotel and 
buildings on the Randwood 


Estate. The Randwood pro¬ 
posal seeks a significant 
change to the official plan 
and zoning bylaw to impact 
a large commercial opera¬ 
tion in a long-standing, dis¬ 
tinctly residential neigh¬ 
bourhood. I am not advo¬ 
cating for or against the 
proposal. I am saying the 
process needs to be 
changed. 

What is really outrageous 
in this process is this —the 
planning department, paid 
employees of the Town, can 
be called as witnesses by 
the developer in an OMB 
hearing to give evidence in 
support of an application 
which they recommended 


be approved when it has 
been rejected by council. 

So what do we have here? 
We have the developer rely¬ 
ing on the Town’s employ¬ 
ees who are paid by the 
Town, not the developer, to 
enhance the developer’s 
case against council’s deci- 

Council must then pay an 
expert planner and possibly 
other experts to combat the 
Town’s own planning 
department. 

To resolve this sad situa¬ 
tion, I would urge the gov¬ 
ernment of Ontario to 
amend the planning act to 
prohibit the Town’s employ¬ 
ees being called as witness¬ 


es before the OMB by a 
party. 

The planning department 
should be confined to com¬ 
mentary on a proposal by 
pointing out the positive 
and negative elements with 
reference to planning prin¬ 
cipals. Council can than 
take the comments and vote 
on the proposal. 

If the developer chooses 
to appeal to the OMB than 
the developer will have to 
retain his own expert plan¬ 
ner to assist in his appeal. 

Something needs to be 
done to regulate the power 
of the OMB.

A survey commissioned 
by the Electrical Safety 
Authority has found Ontario 
residents guilty of skipping 
basic steps when holiday 
decorating. 

Many are ignoring impor¬ 
tant safety steps when put¬ 
ting up holiday lights. 

Niagara-on-the-Lake 
Hydro is urging residents to 
check for overhead power 
lines before using a ladder 
to put up decorations out¬ 
side. 


Also, check lights for 
damage or frayed wires 
before decorating and fol¬ 
low indoor and outdoor use 
guidelines. 

In the 2011 Holiday 
Survey, the Electrical Safety 
Authority found that 24 per 
cent of respondents did not 
thoroughly check their elec¬ 
trical holiday decorations 
and extension cords for 
damage before use. 

As well, more than a 
[uarter of people from 


Ontario said they typically 
leave their outdoor holiday 
lights up all winter, with 7 
per cent admitting that their 
lights are still up from last 
season. 

Electrical decorations are 
prone to damage and dete¬ 
rioration over time. The 
2011 Holiday Survey found 
that almost 20 per cent of 
Ontario residents are using 
lights that are more than five 
years old.

Town councillors have 
taken an unusual step by 


getting involved in a medi¬ 
cal issue—one that has 
affected locals as well as 
thousands across the prov- 

Without discussion 
Monday, council supported 
a resolution to petition the 
province to have all known 
tests for lyme disease cov¬ 
ered by OHIP and to do 
everything necessary to cre¬ 
ate public awareness of the 
spread of the tick-home ill¬ 


ness in Ontario. 

The petition also requests 
the province to develop 
diagnostic and treatment 
protocols for patients and 
physicians. 

Lyme disease mimics 
many other illnesses, says 
the petition passed by coun¬ 
cil, and is endemic in 
Southern Ontario, but there 
are scientifically-validated 
diagnostic tests and treat¬ 
ment choices currently not 


available in Ontario, forcing 
patients to see these in the 
USA and Europe. 

The resolution came to 
the Town from Richmond 
Hill, where it was approved 
as a result of lobbying by 
Rossana Magnotta, wife of 


me late oaoe Magnotta, wno 
died in 2010 after fighting 
the debilitating disease, and 
the medical establishment, 
for seven years. 

As a director of the board 


of the Canadian Lyme 
Disease Foundation, 
Rossana has been encour¬ 
aging municipalities to 
lobby the province—while 
changes have to come from 
the province, pleas to adopt 
protocols accepted in the 
US and Europe have fallen 
on deaf ears, so she is direct¬ 
ing her efforts “from the 
ground up.” 

Niagara-on-the-Lake has 
become one of about 100 


municipalities in Ontario to 
support the petition. 

For four and a half years, 
Magnotta said, her husband 
waited for treatment—he 
had been tested with a false 
negative result, tying the 
hands of the doctors who 
were following the protocols 
set by the province.

He was eventually 
treated, but it was too late. 
“I had to lose my husband, 
my wonderful, strong hus¬ 
band to an infection that 
could have been cured.” 

Until then, Magnotta 
was best known as a fight¬ 
er for the wine industry— 
as the head of Magnotta 
Winery, he took on the 
Liquor Control Board of 
Ontario when he was 
refused shelf space in the 
90s, and instead opened 
seven of his own stores to 
sell products to consumers 
at bargain prices. 

But since his death, his 
wife has become outspo¬ 
ken about lyme disease, 
which is curable if found 
early, but untreated can be 


fatal. 

The screening proce¬ 
dures used in Canada pro¬ 
duce false negatives up to 
95 per cent of the time, 
says the resolution passed 
at council Monday. 

After months or years 
of misdiagnoses, it could 
be too late to stop the dev¬ 
astating effects of the dis¬ 
ease, says Rossana 
Magnotta, who still owns 
the vineyards on Niagara 
Stone Road purchased by 
her husband when he was 
battling the LCBO. His 
plans then were to build a 
winery and retail outlet 
here—plans that Rossana 
hopes to see through. 

Jill Braybrook, one of 
those who was diagnosed 
by her NOTL physician 
and successfully received 


treatment, knows of a less 
fortunate patient who had 
to travel to the US for 
diagnosis and treatment, 
and another who is facing 
that trip across the border, 
having been unsuccessful 
at receiving a positive out- 

Braybrook’s journey 
began last June, when she 
discovered she had been 
bitten by something. The 
bite mark became large, 
red and swollen—ellipti¬ 
cal-shaped, and about 
three inches by an inch 
and a half—and was sur¬ 
rounded by a red “bull’s 
eye” mark, a sign of an 
infected tick bite. 

She went to her doctor 
about it, but at that point 
wasn’t tested for lyme dis¬ 
ease—it seemed likely it 


was a spider bite, she says. 

It wasn’t until August, 
after weeks of getting pro¬ 
gressively more ill, with 
debilitating pains in her 
abdomen, extreme exhaus¬ 
tion and a weight loss of 15 
pounds leaving the trim, 
previously active woman 
anorexic, that she was 
given the test for lyme, 
with a positive result. 

By then the original red 
bull’s eye ring had trav¬ 
eled from her hip, where 
she first found the bite, up 
to her chest and neck. 

Although an earlier 
diagnosis would have 
spared her from a summer 
of suffering, she isn’t blam¬ 
ing her doctor. In addition 
to the fact that it’s an ill¬ 
ness seldom seen, or at 
least recognized, locally, 


there were other factors 
that complicated her diag- 

She had recently 
returned from traveling 
through India, where she 
had contracted a parasite, 
and she had been in a car 
accident, so her symptoms, 
which are not the most 
common associated with 
lyme, seemed more likely 
to be related to one of 
those factors. 

But once they were 
eliminated as causes and 
she was given two differ¬ 
ent tests, both of which 
were positive, a course of 
antibiotics—which also 
had some debilitating side 
effects—eventually led to 
a successful outcome. 

She is back to feeling 
herself, with only some 


knee-joint pain that she 
feels is a result of the lyme 
disease. 

Despite all she has gone 
through—it’s a nasty dis¬ 
ease, she says—she knows 
she fortunate. She was 
tested relatively early on 
in the course of the dis¬ 
ease with a positive result, 
and the sooner it's detect¬ 
ed and treated, the more 
positive the outcome. 

But it concerns her that 
the public isn't more aware 
and educated about the 
disease. She believes she 
was bitten either while 
cycling in town or garden¬ 
ing in her yard. 

"It's a complicated dis¬ 
ease, with horrific results 
for some people. I know

A Niagara-on-the-Lake 
couple has become one of 
the 2012 Faces of Farming. 

Wes and Briar Wiens 
were recognized earlier this 
year as Ontario’s outstand¬ 
ing young farmers for their 
grape vine propagation 
business. 


That win brought them 
to the attention of a farming 
foundation which publishes 
an annual calendar. 

The Wiens represent the 
month of December in the 
2012 edition of a popular 
black and white calendar, 
Faces of Farming, showcas¬ 
ing 13 Ontario farmers and 
farm families. The calendar 
is designed to introduce 
some of the passionate and 
hardworking farmers who 


produce food for the prov- 

The farmers chosen rep¬ 
resent a range of ages (from 
19 to 85) and produce a 
variety of crops including 
apples, potatoes, milk, poul¬ 
try, pork, eggs, beef, cash 
crops like com, wheat and 
soybeans, or in the case of 
the Wiens, grape vines. 

Wiens says when first 
approached about the cal¬ 
endar, "I was a little unsure. 


I’ve never been a calender 
model before,” he jokes. 

But the experience was a 
good one—he and Briar got 
to meet others in the busi¬ 
ness, all with their own sto¬ 
ries, and all finding agricul¬ 
ture, which is a lifestyle as 
well as a livelihood, provid¬ 
ing "a very positive life.” 

Wiens grew up working 
first in his grandfather's 
NOTL vineyards, then 
alongside his father and 


uncle. He has done every¬ 
thing from hoeing weeds to 
helping with the grape har¬ 
vest, he says. Now he has 
gone back to the beginning 
of the grape cycle, grafting 
and selling grape vines to 
growers across the country. 

About eight years ago he 
and his wife decided to buy 
an existing operation, 
Gemmrich Nursery on Line 
5. The previous owner, 
Martin Gemmrich, stayed 


on as a mentor for the 
Wiens, but since then, Wes 
has applied his knowledge 
of modem technology to an 
industry steeped in tradi¬ 
tion. 

It's his industry-leading 
innovations that helped win 
the award for young farm¬ 
ers, and the December 
photo, sponsored by RBC.

"Any business owner 
that is going to have success 
has to look at all the tools at 
their disposal and apply 
them to their industry. One 
of those tools is new tech¬ 
nology," says Wiens. 

"My philosophy is to 
work as hard as you can, 
which we have. It’s nice to 
be recognized for the fruits 
of our labour." 

The last few years have 
been quite a journey, he 
says, beginning with learn¬ 
ing the business. Keeping up 
with changing government 
regulations came next, and 


then the Ontario market 
took a bit of a nose dive— 
not just in agriculture but in 
most industries. That forced 
him to focus on out-of-prov- 
ince sales, which gave him 
an opportunity to attract 
new markets, first in BC, 
now in the eastern provinc- 

ket share—all the while 
using research and technol¬ 
ogy at their Line 5 nursery 
to raise the quality of the 
product. 

And it has worked—the 
nursery, now called VineTech 
Canada, grafted more than 
1.4 million vines last year, 
almost doubling the number 


from 800,000 in 2006. 

They also provide servic¬ 
es such as potted vines, cus¬ 
tom grafting and brokering 
imported vines. 

Wes, 34, and Briar, 33, are 
proud parents of four, so 
Briar, also a registered part- 
time nurse, finds her role of 
necessity mostly one of sup¬ 
port. But although she may 
not have much free time to 
spend at the nursery, "we're 
in this together, whether 
she's here everyday or not," 
says Wes.

REPORT TO THE COMMUNITY 

The Niagara-on-the-Lake Hospital Foundation is pleased to report another year of strong financial support. This support enables the 
Foundation to provide new equipment and assistance to both patients and staff through donations and investments. 

During the year ended March 31,2011, the Foundation receipted gifts totalling $89,271 .while investments earned an additional $25,096. 

Operating expenses were $2,119. The Endowment Fund continued to grow, with a year-end balance of $252,187. Unrestricted net assets 
stood at $754,889 at year-end. (Audited Financial Statements are available through the NOTL Hospital Foundation Office.) 

The Foundation transferred designated gifts totalling $82,762 to the NHS “It’s Our Time” Campaign. The Foundation also completed, through a 
final transfer of $25,000, its pledge of $500,000 to the Walker Family Regional Cancer Centre. 

Each hospital community within the province purchases new equipment to improve the care of their patients. The NOTLH Standing 
Committee approved a capital budget request for $170,600, and the Foundation participated in this important process. A major purchase is 
the installation of a new patient safety system, which keeps patients from venturing into unsafe areas or leaving the Hospital. It provides a 
significant measure of safety assurance for patients, their families, and Hospital staff. 

At September’s Annual General Meeting, Board Chair Brenda Jones expressed her appreciation to retiring members Peter Gill and Dave Hunter. 

She also extended thanks to Foundation Recording Secretary Wendy McGinty. The Board is looking to increase its membership and welcomes .
